JAILHOUSE COP 

Police officer jailed for selling stories to Sun newspaper 



A former police officer and Tiffin 
boy has been jailed for a year after 
he used his mother to sell stories 
to The Sun. 

Thomas Ridgeway, 31, of 
Wallington, passed on two stories 
to the newspaper, including one 
about an actor’s failed suicide at¬ 
tempt, and pocketed hundreds of 
pounds. 

His mother, accounts manager 
Sandra Ridgeway, 55, of New 


Malden, was handed an 18-week 
suspended sentence for conspiring 
to commit misconduct in a public 
office. 

Thomas Ridgeway was a keen 
rugby player who played for Old 
Tiffinians, and once took part in a 
personal fitness video for the In¬ 
ternational Rugby Board. 

A former Tiffin acquaintance 
said: “It’s a bit of a shock. I was in 
the year below Tom at Tiffin, but 
we were in the same form group in 
sixth form as I think he was re¬ 
peating some subjects. 

“I know he was very into his 
sport, in particular his rugby. 


“It will be a big shock to a lot of 
people who were at school with 
him.” 

Sandra Ridgeway pleaded guilty 
on Monday to acting as a go-be¬ 
tween and passing on gossip over¬ 
heard by her son to the newspaper, 
and was ordered to pay £1,000 in 
costs by Judge Charles Wide QC at 
the Old Bailey. 

She had kept half of the £1,600 
The Sun paid for the actor’s story 
in 2004, to settle a debt from her 
son. 

The actor felt the publicity had 
affected his recovery. 

Thomas Ridgeway, who had 


served in the Metropolitan Police 
as a PC from September 2002, was 
jailed in May after admitting two 
charges of misconduct in public 
office. The sentencing could not be 
reported at the time to avoid preju¬ 
dicing his mother’s case. 

The other story the Ridgeways 
sold on, in July 2009, concerned al¬ 
legations of sexual activity by off- 
duty Lambeth police officers at a 
pub in Kennington, which began 
as gossip around the police sta¬ 
tion. 

Two stories appeared in The Sun 
and the Ridgeways were paid 
£ 1 , 000 .

A Chessington woman has lost 
patience with a supermarket tak¬ 
ing three times as many daily de¬ 
liveries as was promised when it 
was built. 

Up to three lorries supply Lidl, 
in Leatherhead Road, every day, 
but the chain told councillors in 
2008 there would be only one a 
day. 

Katie Wright, 26, lives above the 
loading bay and said she would 
not have moved in two years ago 
had she known about it. 

The mother-of-two said: “Some¬ 
times, my whole flat shakes with 
the noise. I’ve been told to keep 
diaries. Nothing has been done. 

“They offered me £100 in gift 
vouchers. I’ve probably spent 
more than that in phone calls on 
complaints.” 

Son Louie, six, and daughter 
Evie, seven months, are often 
woken from naps or kept awake 
by the lorries, but council offi¬ 
cers said they could not help, 
Miss Wright claimed. 

A 2008 Lidl plan said stores had 
“one dedicated delivery a day” to 
minimise disturbance. 

Noise consultants gave the 
development the thumbs-up after 
taking into account the 
“insignificant” single delivery. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said the situation 
was “intolerable”. 

He said: “This has dragged on 
for far too long. Lidl must act 
properly and urgently to address 
Katie’s problems. If Lidl do not 
act, the council must enforce.” 

A Lidl spokeswoman said: “It 
has been essential to deliver 
more than once a day in order to 
ensure product availability. It is 
simply not possible to service 
this store with one delivery a day. 

“Lidl is aware this conflicts 
with the information submitted

with its original application.” 

An application by Lidl to allow 
three deliveries a day, from Mon¬ 
day to Saturday, and two on Sun¬ 
days, is being considered by 


Kingston Council officers. 

A council spokesman said en¬ 
forcement action can only take 
place after the application is 
decided. 


Ttidor rose to Channel swim challenge 


The son of the owners of the 
Tudor Williams department 
store in New Malden has raised 
£16,000 for charity by swimming 
the Channel. 

Tudor Morris, 22, took on the 
challenge for cancer charity Mo¬ 
mentum after the charity sup¬ 
ported him as a child. 

He contracted leukaemia at 
the age of 13 and spent two 
years fighting the illness. 

Mr Morris’s mother died from 
cancer when he was just eight, 
further inspiring him toward 
his goal. 

It took Mr Morris 15 hours and 
53 minutes to complete the 
swim. 

He spent months training for 


the challenge and said it re¬ 
quired “more mental grit and 
determination than I have ever 
had to give in one day”. 

He said: “The last three hours 
were so hard. 

“My lungs were on fire. I was 
wheezing, and I was cramping 
with every movement with the 
build-up of lactic acid in my 
muscles. I had to picture my 
mother swimming next to 
me and keeping me going 
- that was the only 
thing that got me 
through it.” 

In 2010, Mr Morris 
raised £11,000 after 
completing a 
1,000-mile cycle.

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The cost of 
fire strikes 

London Assembly members 
have reacted to news last week 
that a man was trapped in his 
car for more than 90 minutes, 
when a replacement fire crew 
could not cut him free. 

The crew was sent out to a 
crash in Chessington during 
strike action by firefighters 
in an ongoing row over 
pensions. 

Ian Leahair, from the Fire 
Brigades Union, said the fire 
authority had “a duty” to 
make sure its replacement 
crews were up to the job. 

He added: “Firefighters 
want to see an end to this dis¬ 
pute as much as the public 
does.” 

But Conservative Assembly 
member Tony Arbour said: “I 
don’t think there needs to be a 
strike at all. That is the indus¬ 
trial relations of the 1980s. 

“If I was the man in the car I 
would have thought ‘Where 


are these firemen?’ 

“To be told that they were on 
strike against the Govern¬ 
ment because of pensions 
would not make me very 
happy.” 

Liberal Democrat Assembly 
member Stephen Knight said: 


“There is no doubt that the 
cost of the strike action to the 
fire authority is very 
considerable. 

“It’s very worrying to hear 
that the contingency crews 
weren’t able to either operate 
the equipment or to get the 


person out. 

“We desperately need the 
Government and the fire 
union to sit down around the 
table and end this dispute. 

“Ultimately Londoners and 
the fire brigade are caught in 
the middle.” 


Over-inflated train fares 
on track again next year

Train fares will rise ahead of 
inflation for yet another 
year, the Government has 
announced. 

The 3.5 per cent rise - one 
per cent above RPI inflation 
- will come into force next 
January. 

It will mean an extra £6.11 
on a monthly season ticket 
from Surbiton, Kingston or 
Chessington South to Lon¬ 
don Waterloo. 

But some companies could 
use a “flex” rule to raise 
prices by an extra 2 per cent. 

Full details will not be 


announced until the end of 
this year. 

Martin Abrams, of the 
Campaign for Better Trans¬ 
port, said: “The expense of 
taking the train to work has 
become a huge part of living 
costs. 

“If the Government does¬ 
n’t put an end to above-infla¬ 
tion fare increases quickly, 
ordinary commuters will be 
priced off the train.” 

Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin defend¬ 
ed the rise. 

He said: “We fully recog¬ 
nise there’s more to do to 
bring down the cost of rail 
travel in Britain. 

“But we need to do it re¬ 
sponsibly and we can’t 


spend money we don’t 
have.” 

This year ministers capped 
fare rises to keep them level 
with inflation. 

No such plan has yet been 
announced for the 2015 rise. 

Michael Roberts, director 
general of the Rail Delivery 
Group, said: “Money from 
fares pays for more trains, 
better stations and faster 
services. 

“Over the next five years, 
£38bn will be invested in im¬ 
proving the network. 

“Our commitment is to en¬ 
able future Government 
fares decisions which work 
best for passengers, by con¬ 
tinuing to get more out of 
every pound we spend.”

A comedy night organiser 
has recalled the night Robin 
Williams performed in 
Kingston.

Mr Brown said: “It was just 
one of those nights that no¬ 
body will ever forget.

The 80-strong audience did 
not believe him when he an¬ 
nounced Williams was com¬ 
ing on stage on that Monday 
night, he said. 

But when the comedian 
stepped out, “the place went 
absolutely bonkers”. 

Mr Brown said: “He didn’t 
say a word for 10 minutes - 
one bloke was actually just 
shouting “Jumanji” at him 
for about a minute. 

“He did about 15 minutes of 
material. It was brilliantly 
funny, it was very well 
crafted.” 

When he received the call 
about Williams’ surprise 
visit, Mr Brown was away in 
New York and initially react¬ 
ed with disbelief. 

He said: “I was so excited. I 
didn’t even consider I could 
change my flights - I just 
bought two more.”

Two burglaries in New Malden 
netted more than £7,000-worth of 
jewellery in one day for intruders.

It cakes the road and falls on pass¬ 
ing drivers - pigeon poo is on the 
agenda again. 

The road under Worcester Park 
railway bridge is covered in the 
stuff, and the only way to get rid of 
it is for Kingston Council and Net¬ 
work Rail to join forces. 

Fortunately for pedestrians, the 
pavements are clear thanks to 
netting on the bridge. 

Council leader and Old Malden 
ward Councillor Kevin Davis said: 
“We did write to Network Rail 
about that bridge because we 
were concerned there was a lot of 
graffiti on it was well. 

“I will write to them again. They 
had done the job properly at Sur¬ 
biton - it kept away the birds. 

“I suppose you could try 
shotguns.” 

A National Rail spokeswoman 
said: “Mesh netting is in place 
under sections of the bridge at 
Worcester Park. 

“If the local authority believes 
that this provision needs to be ex¬ 
tended over the highway, we are 
happy to discuss this with it.” 

The graffiti on the bridge was 
scrubbed away on Wednesday, she 
added.

A quarter of a century ago, 
the avian defecation situation 
became so bad that court action 
loomed for British Rail. 

The company had pledged more 
than a year earlier to clean up its 
act at Lower Ham Road and Rich¬ 
mond Road, but did nothing. 

Eventually workers strung net¬ 
ting under the bridges. 

In 2004 the Comet reported that, 
in New Malden, birds had become 
trapped in wire mesh protecting 
the bridge over Kingston Road - 
and their remains were falling on 


motorists and cyclists below. 

One concerned mum said: 
“When my daughter cycled un¬ 
derneath the bridge two weeks 
ago, bits of pigeon were literally 
dropping down on top of her. 

“It is quite a horrendous sight.” 

An RSPCA spokeswoman said: 
“We do have concerns about 
netting. If it’s not properly main¬ 
tained it can cause an awful lot of 
welfare issues. 

“We get hundreds of calls a year 
concerning birds getting trapped. 
They starve to death.”

A spokesman from 
Kingston police’s licensing 
team said: “Following a num¬ 
ber of incidents, including

burglary, arson and assault,

the pub would not consider 
adding cameras. 

It said: “Police have been 
advised that CCTV will not 
be installed as it is the li¬ 
cence holder’s senior man¬ 
agement’s view that its 
presence would not have pre¬ 
vented any of the incidents.”

Don’t rush into buying a home 

Offers made just 30 minutes after viewing 



People looking to buy a house in 
a highly competitive market are 
spending less time on property 
viewings and potentially missing 
out on signs of maintenance 
issues that could cause them 
financial pain down the line, 
according to new research from 
Aviva. 

The research suggests that the 
fierce property market is forcing 
buyers to make snap decisions 
with one in four making just one 
visit to a property before 
deciding to purchase it. And 
every year, as many as 40,000 
people buy properties without 
viewing them at all. 

According to the savings and 
insurance company, home buyers 
in the past year spent on average 
just over half an hour looking 
round a property before making 
what is likely to be the biggest 
purchase decision of their lives. 

Not devoting enough time to 
inspecting a property can have an 
impact further down the line. 
Unnoticed maintenance and 


structural issues can result in 
high repair costs or even scupper 
a house purchase altogether. 

The survey of 4,000 
homeowners showed that buyers 
are forced to spend £1,094 more 
than they had expected on 
essential repairs once they move 
in to their property, with the 
average total bill coming in at 
£3,490. 

Among the most common 
unanticipated problems found by 
buyers are: 

■ Plumbing issues including 
drain blockages (12 per cent of 
homeowners) 

■ Damp (12 per cent) 

■ Cracks in the walls or ceilings 
(11 percent) 

"Renewed competition and 
rising prices have combined to 
make many buyers more 
pressurised to snap up a property 
quickly," said Heather Smith, 
marketing director at Aviva. "Our 
research showed that buyers in 
the past year devoted under 10 
seconds to looking round a 


property for every £1,000 they 
spent purchasing it." 

Aviva's research showed that 
nearly one in three home buyers 
did not make any specific checks 
for issues or problems when 
viewing their future home. 

Heather Smith continued: 


"Defective chimneys and 
Japanese knotweed in particular 
can be really nasty, with costs to 
fix running into four or even five 
figures."

Why students can make the best tenants 


As a landlord or letting agent, 
there are many factors to consider 
when renting a property, 
including finding your ideal 
tenants. On first glance students 
may not be your first choice, 
but new findings by utilities and 
service provider for students, 
Glide, and Accommodation for 
Students, found that students are 
in fact the most desirable tenants. 

The annual report reveals that 69 
per cent of landlords and letting agents 
feel it is better to let to students than 
non-students. This was consistent 
across all regions in the UK with the 
exception of London, where just 43 per 
cent preferred student tenants. 


Eighty four per cent of all 
respondents also agreed that students 
make good tenants. This was put down 
to their associated benefits: better 
rental yields (76.5 per cent), annual 
market for new students (53.7 per 
cent), rent is guaranteed by a parent/ 
guardian (45.6 per cent) and rent is 
paid promptly (25 per cent). Only 3 7 
per cent of those surveyed reported 
experiencing no benefit associated 
with letting to students. 

Despite these benefits, some 
challenges were also highlighted 
when letting to students. These 
included; the cost of maintaining a 
HMO licence (57.4 per cent); the fact 
students are more time consuming 


than letting to non-students (50.7 
per cent); the turnover of tenancies 
(46.3 per cent); and damage caused 
to the property (41.2 per cent). One 
in 10 reported experiencing no issues 
associated with letting to student 
tenants. 

Those with smaller portfolios 
more commonly reported issues 
relating to costs, such as the cost 
of maintaining a HMO. Those who 
manage larger portfolios were more 
likely to report issues relating to 
property damage and students being 
more time consuming as tenants 
than non-students. 

Richard Price head of business 
development for Glide offers 


guidance for landlords and letting 
agents who are thinking of letting 
their property to students for 
the first time: “There is a lot of 
confidence in the student rental 
market. Gone are the days where 
student digs equals sub standard. 
The truth is, students make great 
tenants - they’re in constant supply 
and have guaranteed means to pay 
the rent. With annual turnovers 
and a desire to rent to this market, 
landlords and letting agents should 
make their properties as attractive 
and visible to students during the 
clearing period.

Time to check your tyres 

More than 10 million tyres on UK 
roads could be dangerous, not 
because of poor tread, but because 
of their age, according to research 
from tyre retailer Kwik Fit. 

It found only 17 per cent of 
drivers know how to identify when 
their car's tyres were manufactured, 
and thus how old they are. 

With many motorists cutting 
down the number of miles they 
drive each year (vehicle traffic was 
lower in the first quarter of 2013 
than at any time since 20012) 
drivers may find their tyres reach 
the end of their life, well before the 
tread nears the legal limit of 
1.6mm. 

Although they may not know how 
to tell the exact age of their tyres, 
more than six million drivers 
thought their car had a tyre which 
was over five years old.

Ford’s first ever electric car 



Ford has finally joined the 
electric car party with its Focus 
Electric, which is now on sale in 
the UK, writes Philip Shoulder. 

With the exception of a new 
grille, front-wing charging point 
and subtle badging, the Focus 
Electric shares the looks of Ford's 
familiar five-door hatchback, yet 
under-the-skin uses a lithium-ion 
battery pack and AC electric 
motor, which is good for an 
85mph top speed and a 
surprisingly sprightly 11 second 
sprint to 62 mph. 

The biggest limitation currently 
associated with electric vehicles 
(EVs) concerns a lack of useable 
range, but the Focus offers a 
claimed mileage of up to 100 
miles on a full charge (depending 
on driving style and choice of 
route) aided by the powertrain's 
use of regenerative braking to 
capture up to 95 per cent of 
kinetic energy normally lost 
during the braking process. 

Charging takes 10-11 hours 
from a standard three-pin 240 
volt/10 amp UK domestic socket, 
while a fast charger operating at 
32 amps can achieve a full top-up 
in three to four hours. 


Due to the electric 
motor delivering its 
250Nm of torque 
instantly the Focus 
Electric feels very strong 
off the mark and at lower 
speeds, but once over 60 
mph the rate of speed 
increase slows 
considerably, as the car 
gradually builds up to its 
restricted 85 mph top 
speed. 

Despite a significantly heavier 
kerb weight of 1700kg, this Focus 
retains the dynamic appeal of 
conventionally powered versions, 
save for a touch less body control 
around corners. 

In-car refinement however, is a 
marked improvement over a 
combustion powered Focus. Like 
its EV rivals, the Focus Electric's 
motor is smooth and refined and 
once underway, all that disturbs 
the serenity is a whisper of wind 
noise and a modicum of road 
rumble. 

Although cabin space is 
unaffected by the electric 
conversion, the battery occupies 
a significant chunk of the 
luggage area, which reduces 


everyday carrying capacity from 
316 litres, down to 237 litres. At 
least Ford has made an effort to 
retain practicality by installing a 
two-tier load floor, incorporating 
a hidden storage compartment.

Don’t break down abroad 



Previous AA research shows that 
approximately 3.6million drivers 
plan to take a foreign holiday 
this year and drive there from 
the UK while 17 per cent will 
hire a car at their destination 

Rosie Sanderson, head of AA 
International Motoring said: 

"The risk of breaking down in 
Europe is every bit as real as it is 
in the UK, especially if the 
vehicle is only used as a run¬ 
around for short journeys at 
home. 

Last year the AA rescued over 
5,500 members in Europe saving 
them over £3million. The 
average cost of a breakdown in 
France is around £650, and 
over £1,000 for those 
venturing further east to 
countries such as Romania 
and Ukraine. 

Ms Sanderson advises 
motorists plan their trip 
carefully and don't leave 
their preparations until 
the last-minute: "It is a 
good idea to check your 
insurance before you go 


because some car insurers may 
not offer the same level of cover 
overseas that you currently get 
in the UK, while others might 
need you to inform them that 
you're taking your car away. Of 
course, make sure your EHIC is 
up to date, as well as organising 
travel insurance as early as you 
can. 

"Driving abroad is going to be 
very different to that in UK and 
it is definitely a good idea to 
check on what to expect in 
advance.
